DIFFERENT WHEN BUSINESS IS BOSSED 
The theory that we are on the eve of a great boom in prosperity 
is said to be based on the fact that in five years or so after the great 
depressions of 1873 and 1893, a boom took business unawares. 
We hope it is sound theory. 
It may be important, however, to j 
consider that in those years the government wasn't borrowing billions and j 
running a heavy deficit, that it did not tie up business in the difficul- 
ties and uncertainties of NRA, AAA and other schemes but left business j 
alone to make and multiply itself and that, wdth far less gold in oui 
monetary stock, the dollar was still the traditional dollar.
